AIR ATTACK OVER 


SPUN KILLS MINT 


Barcelona, J uly 26 (A5) — Bar­ 
celona today counted at least 6 5 
dead and 
150 wounded after 
eight insurgent planes made the 
worst air raid of the civ il war, 
on the capital of Autonomous 
Catalonia. 
The 
terrific 
attack 
was 
launched at_ dawn Sunday by 
fiv e 
bombers 
following 
three 
scouting planes which dropped 
flames illuminating most of the 
city . 
As bomb after bomb crashed 
into buildings and streets, the 
insurgent airmen swooped low 
and machinegunned 
terrified 
citizens running for safety from 
the early morning attack. 
The shower of bombs and bul­ 
lets, starting at 3:30 a. m., lasted 
an hour. 
Citizens of the section which 
suffered most sev erely asserted 
the air attack was accompanied 
by shelling from the sea, but 
authorities were unable to con­ 
firm the reports. 
On two other occasions the 
Catalan capital, allied with the 
Madrid-Valencia 
regime, 
has 
suffered sev ere air raids, both of 
which were believ ed to hav e 
originated from insurgent air 
bases at Mallorca in the Balearic 
islands. 
Casualties of the two other at­ 
tacks totalled 300 dead and hun­ 
dreds of injured.

New York, Ju ly 26 (IP) — “Lit­ 
tle Lord Fau ntleroy ” is dead — a 
hero. 
Viv ian B u rnett, who spent a 
lifetim e prov ing he was not as 
“sissy ” as the fictional character 
portray ed in the famou s nov el 
by his m other, Frances Hodg­ 
son B u rnett, died after helping 
sav e fou r persons from drowning 
in the choppy wav es of M anhas- 
set bay . 
B u rnett, 6 1, collapsed a t the 
helm of his y awl Delight III y es­ 
terday after m aneu v ering it so 
tha t others on the boat cou ld 
hau l from the w aters two m en 
and two women whose sailboat 
had capsized. He was dead, ap­ 
parently from a heart attack, 
before the y awl docked. 
“Little Lord Fau ntleroy ” was 
w ritten after B u rnett, then 7 , 
asked his m other to “write some 
books tha t little boy s wou ld like 
to read.” 
The book was an immense su c­ 
cess, and a generation of Ameri­ 
can boy s came to hate the “per­ 
fect little boy ” whom their m oth­ 
ers held u p as a pattern of con­ 
du ct. They also hated the “sissi- 
fied” big white Fau ntleroy col­ 
lar 
which 
im prisoned 
their 
y ou ng necks du ring a national 
v ogu e. 
B u rnett was a sophomore at 
H arv ard when his m other dis­

W ashington, Ju ly 26 (IP)—Con­ 
gressional leaders arranged to­ 
day for im m ediate senate consid­ 
eration of the wage and hou rs 
bill as the first step in winding 
u p the session. 
A bill by Senator M cCarran 
(D-Nev ) to lim it the length of 
freight trains was a t the top of 
the senate calendar. 
M ajority leader Barkley 
(D- 
Ky ) said, howev er, tha t if it was 
not disposed of by later a fter­ 
noon he wou ld hav e it laid aside 
for the labor standard measu re. 
The rem ainder of the legisla­ 
tiv e schedu le which the adm inis­ 
tration w ants congress to enact 
before going hom e was not dis­ 
closed. 
Barkley discu ssed it w ith Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt du ring a week 
end cru ise. He said before the 
trip he thou ght legislation for 
low cost hou sing, for plu gging 
tax loopholes and for speeding 
u p lower federal cou rts shou ld be 
enacted. 
There was no im m ediate word 
on his retu rn as to w hether his 
conv ersations w ith the president 
had brou ght any change in this 
list. 
Senator La Follette (Prog-W is), 
who was on the cru ise, said he 
personally believ ed general farm 
legislation shou ld be enacted. 
Barkley ex pressed the opinion 
the wage and hou r bill cou ld be 
sent to the hou se in abou t three 
day s. He indicated he wou ld call 
u p nex t the W agner low-cost 
hou sing m easu re. 
The senate ju diciary su bcom­ 
m ittee drafting the su bstitu te 
cou rt bill got it into rou gh form 
du ring the week end. Members 
said they ex pected to report it to 
the senate by last of the week. 
The proposed bill to plu g tax - 
loopholes has not been finished. 
The joint tax committee, still 
srù dy ing 
m eans 
whereby 
the 
treasu ry charges income tax es 
hav e been av oided, gathered to­ 
day to discu ss domestic personal 
holding companies. 
W ith the adm inistration’s legis­ 
lativ e schedu le centered in the 
senate, -the hou se took u p for 
the time being less far-reaching 
measu res. Its im m ediate consid­ 
eration was the bill to set u p ad­ 
m inistrativ e m achinery for the 
Bonnev ille dam project. 
While senate leaders believ ed 
the wage and hou r bill cou ld be

homes 
now. Another million in the nex t 
fiv e y ears. 
That’s the way housing ex perts 
in the capital v iew the post-de­ 
pression demand for residential 
construction. 
Nearly 8 0 per cent of the de­ 
mand is for homes costing $5,000 
or less. 
Higher employ ment and pay ­ 
rolls, the ex perts said, portend 
more acute shortages. 
/ 
New ideas in house-building 
also are contributing to the 
shortage by speeding the obso­ 
lescence 
of 
p r e-depression 
homes. Ev en in modest-priced 
houses, purchasers now seek wall 
insulation and scores of mechan­ 
ical gadgets. 
The Federal Home Loan bank 
board recently estimated there 
would be $2,000,000,000 worth of 
residential building each y ear 
for the nex t 10 y ears. The Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration pre­ 
dicts 500,000 family dwelling un­ 
its will be built this y ear, com­ 
pared with 300,000 last y ear.

Mr. Mock left the grou p and 
shortly afterw ard a sou nd de­ 
scribed as a thu d was heard in 
the hatchery . W hen Mock failed 
to retu rn Sage and B arber de­ 
cided to look for him and they 
fou nd his body . 
The death gu n, fou nd near the 
body , was a 12-gau ge, repeating 
W inchester shotgu n. 
Mr. Mock, a Repu blican, was 
serv ing his second term as com­ 
m issioner from the sou thern dis­ 
trict. His second term wou ld hav e 
•ex pired in Janu ary . 
Mr. Mock was born in Ripley 
township, the son of John and 
Elizabeth Strau ss Mock. He had 
resided in R u sh cou nty since 
boy hood and he was engaged in 
farm ing m ost of his life.

W hen, after ex perim enting w ith H ertzian 
wav es, he annou nced his ability to telegraph 
w ithou t wires, this y ou ng Italian inv entor of 21 
y ears had not the faintest concept of how his in­ 
v ention wou ld transform a world. 
On tha t historic day 42 y ears ago the ancient 
Victoria, who has had fou r su ccessors, all in her 
direct line, still sat u pon the British throne with 
six more y ears to go. 
Grov er Clev eland was 
President and heartsick, his party hav ing lost 
both hou ses of the Congress after the panic of 
189 3 and now being inclined to flirt w ith the 
bogie of 
free silv er. 
The 
gasoline-propelled 
“horseless carriage” Was three y ears old bu t rare­ 
ly seen y et on city streets. Sev en y ears were 
to elapse before the W right B rothers flew their 
first su ccessfu l pl^ne ov er the sand du nes of 
N orth Carolina. 
Morse's m agnetic telegraph was 6 3 y ears old 
and Bell’s telephone ju st a score. M arconi’s in­ 
v ention was destined to bridge a great scientific 
gap as he worked on and on to its dev elopment. 
First, from England he sent wireless messages 
across the ocean to Eu rope. Ships installed wire­ 
less eq u ipm ent, and their “S. O. S.” sent across 
broad ex panses of w ater in Morse code has been 
the m eans of sav ing literally thou sands of liv es. 
Then ensu ed rapid, sweeping changes — the 
wireless telephone, radio, photographs by air, 
telev ision — w ith each few y ears seeing m arv el­ 
ou s dev elopm ents to make this a sm aller world. 


In all this period M arconi’s zeal was u nflagging. 
He liv ed to see the day of com m u nication by 
wireless with mov ing railroad trains and from 
airplane to airplane, and liv ed to hear the late 
George V broadcast Christm as greetings arou nd 
the entire world to an Empire on which the su n 
nev er sets. 
Scientist and gallant gentlem an,

pests — J apanese beetle and 
Dutch Elm disease —* from be­ 
coming established in Indiana 
are being waged again this sum­ 
mer by the div ision of entamol- 
ogy in cooperation with the U. 
S. department of Agriculture, 
Virgil M. Simmons, commission­ 
er of the department of con­ 
serv ation, pointed out today . 
The search for J apanese beetle 
is being concentrated in elev en 
Indiana cities with trapping op­ 
erations now in progress. Thus 
far, this y ear, beetles hav e been 
found only in Indianapolis ind 
South Bend but trapping will be 
continued in other cities for sev ­ 
eral weeks to determine that 
beetles are not present there. In 
Indianapolis 
the 
number 
of 
beetles found this y ear is great­ 
ly reduced, indicating that con­ 
trol measures are effectiv e. The 
insect pest feeds on grass and 
plant roots in the larv ae stage 
and on foliage in the adult or 
beetle stage. 
Several elm trees affected with 
the Dutch Elm disease, fatal to 
this species, haVe b een found in 
Indianapolis 
again 
this y ear. 
Trained workers are inspecting 
all trees in the suspect areas, a t­ 
tempting to locate all affected 
trees so tha t they can b e re­ 
moved 
b efore 
the 
disease 
spreads. No effective treatm ent 
for elm trees affected with this 
disease has 
b een discovered, 
necessitating their removal and 
b urning to destroy the germs.

b eing 
waged in the hope that these 
pests can 
b e controlled 
and 
eradicated 
if 
possib le 
b efore 
they b ecome 
estab lished 
and 
spread more widely over the 
state.

TENANCY 110 BILL 
MAY COME BEFOOL 


Washingto n, Ju ly 26 (/P)—Farm 
adm inistratio n o fficials said to ­ 
day they ho pe to have the ten­ 
ancy aid pro gram u nder way 
early nex t mo nth. 
The name “Farm Secu rity Ad­ 
m inistratio n” has been selected 
tentatively fo r the o rganizatio n 
in charge. Effo rts will be made 
to get it o perating so o n after the 
retu rn o f Secretary Wallace, no w 
o n vacatio n. 
President Ro o sevelt signed last 
week the bill au tho rizing the ag­ 
ricu ltu re departm ent to embark 
o n a lo ng-time pro gram to tu rn 
nearly 3,000,000 tenant farmers 
into land o wners. 
The bill allo ws $10,000,000 this 
y ear fo r lo ans to tenants to pu r­ 
chase farms, $25,000,000 in the 
1939 fiscal y ear and $50,000,000 
annu ally thereafter. It also au ­ 
tho rizes $10,000,000 this y ear and 
$20,000,000 each in 1939 and 1940 
with which the departm ent may 
pu rchase and retire fro m cu lti­ 
vatio n land u nsu ited fo r cro ps. 
Tenants in so u thern and mid- 
western states will be the first 
to receive assistance, o fficials 
said, since the pro gram will be 
begu n in the states with the 
greatest 
po pu latio n 
and 
the 
highest percentage o f farm ten­ 
ancy . 
Selectio n o f the individu als to 
be helped and the land to be 
pu rchased will be left largely in 
the hands o f co u nty co mmittees 
o f farmers familiar with lo cal 
co nditio ns. 
The tenancy pro gram will set 
the go vernment to dealing with 
land pro blems fro m an angle 
widely different fro m its histo ric 
po sitio n. 
Du ring the last 400 y ears the 
federal go vernment gave away 
abo u t 280,000,000 acres o f land to 
ho mesteaders. 
Mu ch o f 
th at 
land to day is being o perated by 
tenants. 
The go vernment’s task no w is 
to bu y u p almo st as large an 
area, at the rate o f 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 acres per y ear, retu rn 
mu ch o f it to fo rests, recreatio n 
areas and game preserves, and 
to settle the tenants o n better 
land.
